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S Chriſtianity is the Religion we profe6, it is neceſſary 

Ro ve ſhould have a right Apprehenſion both of it, and of the 

Perfon by whom this Divine Inſtitution was delivered 

to us: That it came from God, the Father, or Creator 

of all Things; received its Sanction from him; and was delivered 
to us by the Man CuRI1s FT JEsus, may be ſufficiently proved. - 

He, in the Scripture, is ſometunes ſtiled the Son of God, ſome- 

| times the Son of Man; and of him the Apoſtle, in the Epiſtle to 

TP the Hebrews, ſays, God who at ſundry Times, and in divers Man- 

ners, ſbake in Times paſt to the Fathers by the Prophets, hath in 

| theſe laſt Days ſpoken unto us by his Son; whom he hath appointed 

Heir of all Things ; by whom alſo he made the Worlds. From 

hence it is evident, that this Inſtitution comes from the One God, 

the firſt Cauſe of all Things; not from Three Diſtin& Divine Be- 

ings, Eſſences, or Subſtances. The Son has not, in this Place, 

Creation afcribed to him, as ſome, in Warmth of Diſpute, have 

alledged, and from thence have drawn falſe Concluſions, 
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IT-muſt be acknowledged that, in this Epiſtle, very exalted 
Expreſſions are made Uſe of concerning the Son; but = are ſuoh 
as imply a Supremacy in the One God, or Father, over him, It is 
faid, The Son being the Brightneſs of his Glory,” (that is, the Glory 
of the One God) and the expreſs Image of his Perſon, (according 
to the Engliſb Tranſlation, but in Greek is Hypoſtaſis, which ſig- 
nifies Subſtance) and upholding all Things by the Word of 2 
Power ; when he had purged our Sins, ſat down on the Right Hand 
of the Majefly on high, being made ſo much better than the An- 
gels, as he hath, by Inheritance, obtained a more excellent Name 
than they. For unto which of the Angels ſaid he at any Time, 
Thou art my Son, this Day I have begotten thee? And again, I 
w1ll be to him a Father, and he ſhall be to me a Son. 


IT is from hence very evident, that the Exaltation of the Son 
was very great ; that he had Pre-eminence to the Angels ; but as 
plainly was originated by the Expreſſions made, and begotten, and 
not to have had Exiſtence from Eternity, by the Expreſſion, This 
Day 1 have begotten thee ; for this Day denotes a fixed Point of 
Duration, to which there muſt have been ſome preceding Dura- 
tion : His Nativity was about four thouſand Years after the Crea- 
tion of the World ; but it is evident, from many Places of Scrip- 
ture, that Chriſt had an Exiſtence before he took Fleſh upon him, 
and came into the World. Amongſt many other Proofs of this, 
it is ſuflicient to mention one, viz, JOHN xvii. 5. Glorify thou me, 


O Father, with the Glory I had with thee before the World was.

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Tais Author fays, there are Places in Scripture, which | 
ſent Chriſt as — before his An Nature inferior 
to Godhead, For Chriſt, ſays he, is repreſented as his Fa- 
ther's Meſſenger, Miniſter, or Angel, that was a diſtin& Bei! 
from his Father, ſent by his Father to perform ſuch Actions, 
ſuch Services for his People long before his Incarnation, ſome of 
* which ſeem too low for the Dignity of pure Godhead. This Au- 
thor likewiſe obſerves, that, among thoſe Expreſſions of Scripture 
which diſcover the Pre-exiſtence of Chriſt, are ſeveral, from 
whence we may derive a certain Proof that he has Divine Nature 
in him, where he is called God, the Almighty God, Jehovah, the 
Lord of Hoſts, I am that I am. 


IT is thought by learned Divines, that he was the Angel in 
the Old Teſtament ; the Angel that appeared to Abraham, ſaying. 
Tam the Almighty God. It is an unconteſtable Fruth, that he has 
Divine Nature in him; and I believe that neither thoſe who are 
characteriſed by the Denomination of ARr1Ans, or SoCINIANS, 
either antient or modern, ever denied the Divine Nature in him: 
Mr. Mbiſton was in a | wn we Congregation, in Time of Divine 
Service, charged with denying the Divinity of our Saviour ; to 
which he publickly anſwered, I do not deny the Divinity of our 
Saviour, Therefore, I believe the Divine Nature in him is uni- 
verſally acknowledged; and it is more for the Honour of Chriſ- 
tianity to have an Agreement in Sentiment, than to have a Con- 
trariety of Opinion amongſt Chriſtians in Matters of greateſt Con- 
ſequence. 


THERE is no Difficulty in adinitting a Subordination of the 
Man Chriſt Jeſus, even exalted above all other created Beings, to 
the One God, the Father and Creator of all Things: For he 
himſelf declared, ſaying, My Father is greater than I, This 
Subordination mult neceſſarily be allowed. : 
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O the other Hand, as the Divine Nature in Chriſt ought to 
be acknowledg'd in the higheſt Senſe of it, even in the utmoſt 
Extent that Words can convey to us ; as is manifeſt by what the 
Apoſtle ſays, That in him dwelleth the Fulneſs of the Godhead : 
80, it is neceſſary that we receive right Apprehenſions of the Di- 
vine Nature in him; becauſe falſe Conceptions concerning it muſt 
lead us into falſe Worſhip; and it cannot be admitted that Divine 
Revelation is ſo imperfect, as to conceal from us ſuch Knowledge 
as is uſeful and neceſſary for promoting true Piety. This Know- 
ledge we may there find in plain Words, that may be underſtood, 
ſo = as directly tends to this Purpoſe ; ſo far it is no Myſtery in 
the darkeſt Senſe of that Word; but thus far it is plainly diſco- "$5: 
vered to us. Chriſt himſelf has expreſly declared what the Di- | 
vine Nature in him is, when he ſays, My Father is in me, that 
the One God is in him; the One God, who by him made all 
Things, was in him. And it is not in any Part of Scripture either 
expreſſed, or the moſt remotely intimated, that there is any other 
Divine Nature in him than the One God; nor can any Conſe- | 
quence be drawn from any Thing that is revealed, that there is, 


THEREFORE, weare demonſtrably certain, that this is the 
truc Divinity of our Saviour, and that the Worſhip which, in [ 
the Epiſtle to the Hebrews, is ſaid to be paid to the Son, (viz. | 
Let all the Angels of God worſhip him) is to the Divine Nature in | 

the Son, the One God dwelling in him. | 


THERE is not, in Scripture, any Intimation, that there is an 
Union betwixt the Great God and the Man Jeſus Chriſt, which 6:51 
makes one complex Perſon, even ſuch as ſhall authorize our pay- | 
ing Adoration to Human Nature; tho' the Author of the Book, 
intitled, The Glory of Chriſt as God-Man, affirms that there is; 
and yet he puts this Objection, © How can any Thing, that is 
not pure God, be made any Part of Religious Worthip? Is 
* not this contrary to the firſt Commandment, and to the ge- 
© neral Law of Worſhip in the Old and New Teſtament, which 
e directs it to be prayed to God only?“ Wiuch I think very

ſtrong and unanfwerable; and his Endeavours to prove the Con- 
trary are far from e eee His Reply is as lloweth vix. 
* I think the Human Nature of Chriſt is no otherwiſe capable of 
Religious Worſhip, according to the Statutes of Heaven, but 
“e being thus gfotioufly. united to the Divine; but when it is 
* thus united, the whole complex Perſon may be made the Ob- 
* ject of Religious Worſhip, if God ſee fit; ſince the Perſon 
* ſo worſhipped, is really one with God, and has perſonal Com- 
« munication with the Divine Nature.” In Reply to this: This 
Union to the One God, cannot change Human Nature, from a 
created, to a ſelf-exiſtent and uncreated Being; nor can there be 
a Reconciliation of the contrary Ideas of being one with God, or 
being true God, and Communion with God; the one implying 
Identity, the other Diverſity: Therefore, it is not poſſible, in 
Nature of Things, to make Divine Supreme Worſhip applicable 
to, or conſiſtent with Human Nature, which is originated, and 
has received its Being from God. Likewiſe, as this Author adds, 
If God ſees fit, if we conſult Divine Revelation, the Apoſtle ſays 
in one Place, To God, only wiſe, be Glory, through Jeſus Chriſt, 
far ever: In another Place, Unto him be Glory, by Jeſus Chriſt. 
And our Saviour directs, that, when we pray, we muſt lay, Our 
Father ; which is a very clear Proof, that the One God is the 
only Object of Supreme Divine Worſhip. It is likewiſe very 
obvious, that, as it is already proved that the One God, or Fa- 
ther, is the Divine Nature in the Son ; if the Divine and Human 
Nature of the Son rhake One complex Perſon, there are only Two 
Perſons, not a Trinity of Perſons: Conſequently this cannot be 
received, without diſſenting from the Doctrine of the Church of 
England; which, in the Collect for Trinity Sunday, acknow- 
ledges the Trinity, and pays Worſhip and Adoration to tlie Vaity, 


or One Gad. 


As this Account of the Divine Nature of the Son, is evident 
from the Scripture, being confirmed both by what the Apoſtle ſays, 
and from what our Saviour declares; ſo it may be a Satisfaction 


to make a ſtrict Examination, -= find it is not contradictory, 
2 but 
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but agreeable, both to the Doctrine and Worſhip in the Liturgy, 
if that is rightly underſtood, | 


Uron Examination, whether the Prayers and Collects are directed 
to the One God, it cannot be denied, or doubted, but they are: 
The Confeſſion is evidently ſo, viz. Almighty and moſt merciful Fa- 
ther, wve have erred and ſtrayed from thy Ways, —1we have offend- 
ed againſt thy Holy Laws, —but thou, O Lord, have Mercy upon 
us,—ſpare thou them that are penitent, according to thy Promiſes 
in Chriſt * Jeſu, aur Lord; and grant, O merciful Father, for 
his Sate. The Addreſs is evidently (by theſe ſo many repeated 
Directions, to One) intended to the Almighty God, the Father, 
in Hopes of Remiſſion of Sins, by the Merits and Interceſſion of 
our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, Likewiſe, the Thankſgiving. is to the 
Almighty God, Father of all Merctes; and herein we fay, we 
bleſs thee for our Creation, —but above all, for thine ineſtimable 
Love, in the Redemption of the World, by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 
The fame Direction and Concluſion, through Jeſus Chriſt, is 
found in moſt, if not in all, the Prayers and Collects. 


PERHAPS it may not, with ſo great Clearneſs, be explained, 
how Worſhip is directed in the four firſt Petitions of the Litany, 
as is here done, concerning the Prayers and Collects : For, with. 
out Caution and Attention, they might be ſo far miſunderſtood, as 
to be admitted as diſtin Addreſſes to Three Divine Spiritual Sub- 
ſtances ; and, it is to be feared, that very many, in repeating them, 
entertain ſuch falſe Conceptions. But that it is not the Senſe and 
Meaning of our Liturgy, may be collected from the Atbanaſian 
Creed, which fays, We worſhip the One God, not confounding the 
Perſons, nor dividing the Subſtance ; which forbids the Belief of 
Three Divine Subſtances. Likewiſe from the Communion Ser- 


Why ſhou'd we not ſay Jeſus, rather than eſe * The latter is not agreeable to 
Engliſh, though it may be to Latin, and to Prayers uſed by the Church of. Rome. But. 
in our Liturgy, in the Prayer for Rain, and the Collect for the ſecond Sunday in Ad-

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vice; in which it is ſaid, Theys are Three Perſons in One Sub. 
ftance. In Order to our forming fome A ons of Three 
Perſons: in One Subſtance, we may conſider the Firft of the 
Thirty-nine Articles, which declares they are not Parts of that One 
Subſtance. What Apprehenfions muſt we then have of them ? 
Mr. Norrit, in his Moral Eſſays on Love, fays, The Faculties of the 
Soul of Man is a lively Image of the Trinity. If this Compari- 
fon is allowable, we cannot properly ſay they are Modes of Ex- 
iſtence, but diſtinct Powers of the One God; and they are not, 
on that Suppoſition, diſtin Objects of Worſhip, but different 
Motives and Confiderations for paying Divine Worſhip and Ado- 
ration to the One God, with different and diſtin Acknowledg- 
ments of his Goodneſs to Mankind. Thus, in Metaphyſical Spe- 
culation, we may confider Three, viz. Paternity, Flatten, and 
danclification, ſubſiſting in One Subſtance, and may apply to 
theſe, Trinity in Unity. | 


_ - TaaT theſe are Three diſtin Volitions, or as ſome learned 
Men have expreſſed themſelves, Three Differences, not Diviſions, 
may be reaſonably allow d; but are not Three diſtinct divine in- 
telligent Agents, or Perſons, in the ſame Senſe as we make Uſe 
of that Word in Diſcourſe, about common Affairs of this Life. 


Come ARE with this what Dr. Vaterland, and others, have 
ſaid, viz. © God is Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt.” Likewiſe 
what is ſaid more clearly by Dr. Burnet, Rector of Weſt-Mington 
in Wiltfhire ; That the Logos was God, only in Reſpect of 
* the Deity that dwelt in Him, was united to Him, and ated in 
« Him, and —— Conſidered as united to the Godhead ot 
« the Father, he may properly be called God, by his Father's 
* Godhead ; which is called in the Nicene Creed, God of God. 
% If the ſame Notion be applied to the Holy Spirit, and if he

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© has long puzzled Mankind; and rid us of a great many Diffi- 
ti culties which attend that Doctrine, as it is uſually explained by 
«« Divines ; and that, without giving up any Thing which the 
5 Scriptures have revealed concerning it.” 


Tunis is agreeable both to the Language and true Senſe of the 
_ Scriptures ; in which we find, that there are Three different Ma- 
nifeſtations which denoted Father, Son, and Spirit : This is de- 
clared in the third Chapter of St. Matthew, in theſe Words : 
And lo, the Heavens were opened unto him, and he ſaw the Spirit 
of God deſcending like a Dove, and lighting upon him. And lo, 
4 Voice from Heaven, ſaying, This is my beloved Son, in whom I 
am well pleaſed, The Voice was a Declaration from the Father: 
The Man Chriſt Jeſus was, by the Voice, declared to be the Son: 
And the Viſible Deſcent denoted Spirit. The Voice was an Ob- 
ject of the Senſe of Hearing : 'The Man was ſeen and convers'd 
with : As was likewiſe the Deſcent ſeen. Theſe Three, there- 
fore, were material Objects, manifeſted in a ſenſible Manner, de- 
noting Father, Son, and Spirit. As it is expreſſed by the Apoſtle, 
That God was manifeft in the Fleſh; ſo, in Confirmation of this 
it appears, undeniable, by what our Saviour declares, viz. My Fa- 
ther is in me. The Manifeſtation of the One God in the Voice, 
and likewiſe in the Deſcent, is very evident. This may be an 
Explanation of Unity in Trinity; One God in Three material 
Objects. 


To draw Concluſions from hence, it will appear, that in theſe 
Accounts of the Trinity, and, I think, in all others that I ever 
faw or heard of, there is thus far an Agreement of Sentiment, 
That there is only One Divine Being, Eſſence, or Subſtance, that 
is the Object of Divine Supreme Worſhip ; except by the fore- 
mention'd Author; who affirms, That there is an Union of the 
Human and Divine Nature, which makes One complex Perſon ; 
and that being thus gloriouſly united, the whole complex Perſon 
may be made the Object of Religious Worſhip, 


To 
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To compare the different Ways of repreſenting the Doctrine 
of the Trinity : If the One God is Father, 2 Spirit, as 
ſome learned Men explain it; or, if in One God, or Subſtance, 
there are Three which are termed Perſons; or, if One God 
dwelleth, or is manifeſted in Three material Objects, as is plainly 
deducible from Scripture; or, as in the Athanafian Creed, we 
worſhip One God, not confounding the Perſons, nor dividing the 
Subſtance : Each of theſe imply, that there is but One Divine 
Subſtance, that is the Object of Divine Supreme Worſhip ; and 
who is there that, upon mature Thought, can poſſibly have dif- 
ferent Sentiments ? Certainly, that Way of explaining the Tri- 
nity muſt be moſt approved, which is moſt agreeable, both to the 
Language, and true Senſe of the Scripture: And it may well 
deſerve ſerious Conſideration, whether it is not contrary to the 
Scripture, and to all the foregoing Explanations, to fay, To God 
the Father, God the Son, and God the Holy Ghoſt. 


SINCE it is undeniably true, that Divine Supreme Worſhip is 
only to be payed to the One God; it may be aſked, Is nothing 
due to the Son Jeſus Chriſt, our Saviour? To which it may 
be replied, That there is due to Him Love, and a grateful Re- 
membrance; for he hath left a Divine Inſtitution, a Religious 
Rite, a Commemoration of Himſelf ; to the End we ſhould re- 
member his exceeding great Love, in dying for us; and the 
innumerable Benefits which, by his precious Blood ſhedding, he 
hath obtained to us: And that he is likewiſe a Mediator be- 
tween God and Man, having ſuffered Death upon the Crofs, for 
the Redemption of Mankind; and made by his Oblation of 
Himſelf, * once offered, a full, perfect, and ſufficient Sacrifice, 
Oblation, and Satisfaction, for the Sins of the whole World ; 
which thankful Remembrance leads to, and terminates, in Adora- 
tion of the One God; to whom we give Thanks, for bis ineſti-

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FT bis is directly oppoſite to Mr. 7ohn/on's repreſenting this Commemoration to be 
a Sacrifice, which he terms an unbloody Sacrifice. 
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mable Love, in the Redemption of the World by our Lord Jeſus 
| Chriſt: And this doth not exclude, but reaſonably promote, the 
molt grateful Senſe of the Love of Chriſt towards us. Dr. Bur- 
net, in his Treatiſe on the Doctrine of Redemption, ſays, The 
* Scheme of our Redemption, by Chrift, was the Work and 
* Contrivance of God the Father, without any other Motive to 
* it, but his own inherent Goodneſs: And the Efficacy of 
* what our Saviour hath done towards it, is owing only to his 
* chearful Compliance with the Will of God the Father ap- 
ce pointing it, as the Condition of our Reconciliation with him. 
= ——. not be thought, by any one, to ſay this in Deroga- 
« tion of the Honour of our Saviour, in this Work: God for- 
* bid that I, or any one, ſhould admit Thoughts that tend to 
*“ leſſen what he hath done for us. I magnify, and adore his 
« Goodneſs; and never can be ſufficiently grateful for his Love, 
that he has condeſcended to be the Inſtrument of ſo much 
% Good to me, and all the World. But I do not think it any 
*« Diminution to his Honour, not to aſcribe to Him what the 
* Scripture doth not aſcribe to Him, and what he doth not 
* aſſume to Hunſelf, He declares himſelf only the Executor 
„of his Father's Will, —Fobz v. 30; vi. 38.” 


To ſum up what is here propoſed, as a rational Account of 
what we may give our Aſſent to, concerning Father, Son, and 
Spirit; and the Object to which we are to pay Divine Adora- 
tion and Supreme Worſhip, compared with other Repreſentations 
thereof: It is popoſed, as juſtifiable to ſay, Our Saviour had in 
him two Natures, viz. Human and Divine; that in him dwelleth 
the Father, the One God : That the Cohabitation of God, in him, 
the Man Jeſus Chriſt, is the true Divinity : That the Voice from 
Heaven, denoting Father, was a material or ſenſible Object; as 
was likewiſe the Deſcent as a Dove; and that the One God, 
dwelling in theſe Three, was the Divine Nature in each of them : 
Which Divine Nature, the One God, only is to be worſhipped ; 
and not the ſenſible Objects in which he dwelleth, with Su- 
preme Divine Adoration. 


AND 
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AND now it may be left to the moſt learned and pious Divines 
to determine, whether this is not agreeable both to the Language 
and true Meaning of the Scriptures; likewiſe perfectly conſiſtent 
with the Scheme of our Redemption, which is (as Dr. Burnet 
2 himſelf) the Work and Contrivance of God the Fa- 

er. 


Tun Terms, Trinity in Unity, and Unity in Trinity, are, in 
this Diſſertation, made Uſe of only in a ſpeculative Way, in Or- 
der to ſhew a conſiſtent Meaning in them; which, though it 
may not be found in Scripture, nor, therein, any Thing of that 
Nature intimated; yet, I believe, there is nothing therein contra- 
dictory to it : But I cannot undertake to diſcover any Uſe to be 
made of them for promoting Piety and Devotion ; which may 
be more effectually advanced, without ever taking ſuch remote 
Enquiries into Conſideration, 

* RELIGION of Nature and Revelation diſcover to us more 
ſublime and beneficial Truths ; the former, by a neceſſary Train 
of Effects and Cauſes, leads us to a Demonſtration, that there is 
One firſt Cauſe of all Things: That He is neceſſarily ſelf- exiſ- 
tent: That there cannot poſſibly be more than One neceſſary 
ſelf-exiſtent Being; which, in the ſtricteſt Propriety of Words, 
is called God: And that He only is to be worſhipped and adored, 
ſerved and obeyed, as Supreme Governor of the Univerſe. The 
latter, v/z. Revelation, declares, That God created the Heaven 
and the Earth; and ſaid, Let us make Man in our Image after 
our Likeneſs: So God created Man in his own Image; which, 
Commentators ſay, ſignifies only an approach to the Divine Like-

* This Paragraph may be propoſed as the Contents, or Plan, of a more large and 
uſeful Treatiſe; a Subject ſo ſublime, as to equal the Dignity and Copiouſneſs of an 
Epic Poem, which would not ſtand in Need of the uſeful Ornaments of Machinery. 
And it is earneſtly wiſhed, that ſome Perſon of Learning, and elevated Genius, would 
undertake a compleat and finiſhed Work on that Subj 
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neſs, in Underſtanding, Freedom of Choice, Spirituality, Immor- 
tality, &c. which was a happy State of Innocence, and great Per- 
fection. We may reaſonably ſuppoſe our firſt Parents much em- 
ployed in contemplating on the great Works of Creation, when 
they had in View the Solar Syſtem; and much more on the 
Glorious Being the Great Creator ; of whoſe Preſence, and their 
Dependence on Him, they were ſenſible ; which filled their Minds 
with continual Diſpoſitions to Piety and Religious Worſhip, and 
Obedience, attended with the greateſt and moſt lively Pleaſure 
and Satisfaction that human Nature is capable of. This happy 
State continued till, by artful Deluſions of Satan, they were led 
into an Act of Diſobedience ; by which Sin enter'd into the World, 
and Death by Sin; and ſo Deach paſſed on all Men, for that 
all have ſinned. By this Fall likewiſe, human Nature has been 
impaired, the rational Faculties weakened, and, inſtead of that 
Serenity of Mind, a Croud of irregular tormenting Paſſions have 
ſucceeded ; inſtead of conſtant, lively, Diſpoſitions to Piety, and 
Devout Adoration, together with an uninterrupted Purſuit of our 
Supreme Good, a continual Round of trifling, if not ſinful, 
Amuſements ; a very fad Contraſt to the foregoing happy State. 
But, to raiſe Mankind from this deplorable Condition, a Saviour 
was promited, and, in due Time, came into the World. He, by 
His Example and Precepts, taught us how to live virtuouſly and 
religiouſly ; by which Rectitude, of Conduct, we might better ſup- 
port the Dignity of human Nature, and, by correcting Depravity, 
incident to us by the Fall, we might approach nearer to the Per- 
fection in which Man was created; a commendable View, which 
deſer ves conſtant Attention, and vigorous Endeavours. He ſuffer'd 
Death on the Croſs, and made an Attonement for our Sins: After 
his Reſurrection from the Dead, he aſcended up into Heaven; 

there makes continual Interceſſion for us, and is our only Me- 


diator.

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Tur foregoing Paragraph contains ſuch r Truths, 
that 1 of the Doctrine of the Trinity 


muſt acknowledge, that thoſe who ſincerely believe them cannot 
be ſuppoſed to deny any neceſſary Articles if the Chriftian Faith. 
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
